I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  of  Heywood,  being  the  seventeenth  issued 
since  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer, 

Heywood  is  a Municipal  Borough  and  Township  situated  in 
the  South  Eastern  part  of  the  County  of  Lancaster.  It  is  comprised 
in  the  parish,  union,  and  county  court  district  of  Bury,  rural 
deanery  of  Bury,  archdeaconry  and  diocese  of  Manchester,  and  is 
situated  on  the  bank  of  the  river  Roach,  3 miles  East  of  Bury  and  9 
miles  from  Manchester. 

The  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway  have  two  stations 
here,  and  there  is  water  connection  with  the  Rochdale  Canal,  whilst 
a frequent  service  of  electric  trams  provide  ready  access  to 
adjoining  towns.

Total  for  the  Borough 
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Births. — The  number  registered  during  1914  was  546.  This 
number  is  45  less  than  registered  in  1913.  In  1913  there  was  a 
decrease  of  18  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate 
is  therefore  20  T 4 per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  whereas 
during  the  previous  year  it  was  estimated  at  21  '81  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  Twenty-Six  of  the  above  births  were  illegitimate, 
which  is  equal  to  4’76  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  During  the 
previous  year  there  were  29  illegitimate  births,  or  4*91  per  cent,  of 
the  total  births. 

The  birth-rate  shows  a decrease  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
3 66  per  1,000  below  that  of  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  and 
is  the  lowest  birth-rate  recorded  for  this  Borough  during  the  last 
thirty-four  years. 

Transferable  Births. — Sevenhave  been  allocated  to  this  Borough, 
viz.  : 2 Males,  5 Females,  and  of  these  5 were  illegitimate,  viz.  : 2 
Males  and  3 Females.  If  these  births  be  added  to  the  546  which 
occurred  within  the  Borough  then  the  total  number  of  births  would 
be  553,  which  would  be  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  20  4 per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

During  the  last  ten  years,  1905-1914,  the  birth-rate  in  Heywood 
was  21*75,  whereas  during  the  ten  years  previous,  1895-1904,  the 
birth-rate  was  23’37  per  1,000  of  the  population,  i.e.,  the  birth-rate 
has  fallen  1*62  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


In  England  aud  Wales  the  birth-rate  during  1914  was  23*8  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  whereas  during  the  previous  year  it  was 
23-9  per  1,000  of  the  population.

— The  deaths  of  421  persons  took  place  during  1914, 
within  the  Borough  of  Heywood,  whereas  during  the  previous 
year  434  deaths  occurred.  There  were  5 deaths  of  illegitimate 
registered,  which  is  equal  to  1 T8  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.

The  death-rate  for  1914  is  15*53  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
In  the  previous  year  the  death-rate  was  16*01  per  1,000  of  the 
population  ; therefore  there  is  a decrease  in  the  death-rate  of  0*48 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  average  death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  equal 
to  a rate  of  15*33  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
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The  average  death-rate  throughout  all  England  and  Wales 
during  1914  was  13*7  per  1,000  of  the  population  (see  subjoined 
table),  or  an  increase  of  0*3  per  1,000  of  the  population  on  the 
previous  year.

The  death-rate  in  the  East,  Park,  and  North  Wards,  which 
comprise  the  old  North  Ward,  is  lower  than  last  year  by  177  per 
i,ooo  of  the  population. 

The  death-rate  in  the  Central,  Hopwood  and  South  Wards, 
which  formerly  comprised  the  South  Ward,  is  higher  than  last  year 
by  0*91  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  death-rate  in  the  Heap  Bridge  and  West  Wards,  formerly 
the  West  Ward,  is  0'84  per  thousand  of  the  population  lower  than 
last  year. 

The  number  of  births  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths  during  the 
year  by  125,  shewing  a natural  increase  in  the  population  of  125, 
whereas  during  the  previous  year  the  natural  increase  was  157. 

Transferable  Deaths. — There  are  sixty-four  of  these  allocated 
to  this  Borough.  These  are  deaths  of  persons  who,  usually  residing 
in  this  Borough,  have  died  in  a district  outside  the  Borough.  The 
names  of  these  persons  have  been  received  from  Dr.  Sergeant,  the

Seventy-four  deaths  have  occurred  in  children  under  one  year, 
and  forty-eight  of  these  children  were  fed  with  the  bottle,  whereas 
last  year  out  of  ninety-seven  deaths,  sixty-two  were  brought 
up  artificially. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  has  decreased  very  considerably  this 
year  in  the  Borough,  and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has 
decreased  also  in  a lesser  degree. 

Five  deaths  of  illegitimate  children  under  one  year  were 
registered,  viz.  : — 3 Males,  2 Females. 
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Below  you  have  presented  to  you  a statement  of  the  chief 
causes  of  the  deaths  amongst  infants  in  this  town  during  the  last 
ten  years.

From  this  table  you  will  at  once  see  the  large  number  of  deaths 
occurring  under  the  headings  of  Diarrhceal  Diseases,  Wasting 
Diseases,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  during  that  period. 

The  common  Infectious  Diseases  caused  only  41  deaths.

The  decrease  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  due  to  the  lesser 
number  of  deaths  from  Diarrhceal  Diseases,  Wasting  Diseases, 
Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  &c. , which  have  occurred  during  the 
year. 

Fifty-six  and  three-quarters  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  notified 
this  year  as  under  one  year  of  age  occurred  in  children  under  three 
months,  and  30*95  per  cent,  of  the  latter  died  from  Wasting 
Diseases  such  as  Premature  Birth,  Atrophy,  Debility,  Marasmus, 
&c. , and  21*43  per  cent,  from  Diarrhoeal  Diseases. 

Sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age 
were  brought  up  with  the  bottle,  whilst  the  number  last  year  was 
sixty-four  per  cent. 

As  ten  of  the  seventy-four  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age 
did  not  live  seven  days  (several  only  living  a few  hours,  and  were 
not  even  fed),  the  percentage  of  bottle-fed  to  breast-fed  should  be 
higher. 

It  is  more  correct  to  say  75  per  cent,  of  the  children  that  lived 
beyond  a week  were  artificially  fed,  whereas  25  per  cent,  were  fed 
naturally. 
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Again  the  diseases  coming  under  the  head  of  “ Wasting 
Diseases”  have  been  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  death  amongst 
infants. 

These  diseases  are  : — 

Premature  Birth 5 deaths 

Atrophy,  Debility,  & Marasmus  13  ,, 

1 8,  or  24*32  of  the  Infant  Mortality. 

Deaths  from  Chest  Affections,  viz.:  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia, 
have  decreased  this  year,  causing  14*86  per  cent,  of  the  Infant 
Mortality,  whereas  last  year  24*74  Per  cent,  of  the  infants’  deaths 
were  due  to  these  diseases.

Common  Infectious  Diseases  : — 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  prevalent  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year.  They  have  caused  6 deaths  amongst  Infants,  viz, : 
Measles  2,  Whooping  Cough  4. 

Diarrhoeal  Diseases  : — 

These  include  Diarrhoea,  Gastro-Intestinal  Catarrh,  Enteritis, 
and  Gastritis,  and  shew  a decrease  as  regards  the  number  of  deaths 
this  year  as  compared  with  last  year. 

Last  year  24  deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases,  or  24*74  Per 
cent,  whereas  this  year  16  deaths  have  occurred,  or  21*62  per  cent. 

It  is  my  duty  once  again  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  high 
Infant  Mortality  which  usually  obtains  in  this  Borough,  and  which 
during  the  past  year  has  decreased  to  135,  from  164  per  thousand 
births  in  1913. 

The  chief  cause  of  this  high  Infant  Mortality  is  the  improper 
feeding  of  the  Infants.  Only  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  Infants 
who  died  during  the  year  were  fed  naturally. 
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The  advantages  of  the  natural  feeding  of  children  have  been 
dealt  with  in  my  previous  Reports. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  if  mothers  would  only  undertake  this 
natural  duty  to  their  off-spring,  there  would  be  a very  marked 
diminution  in  our  Infant  Mortality,  and  a marked  increase  in  the 
resistive  powers  of  those  who  survived,  against  disease,  &c. 

In  my  Reports  for  several  years  your  attention  has  been  directed 
to  this  question,  and  suggestions  have  made  to  lessen  this 
preventable  high  death-rate  amongst  infants.  The  chief  of  these 
have  been  : — 

(1)  — The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act. 

(2)  — The  appointment  of  a Lady  Health  Visitor,  to  carry  out  the 

duties  under  the  Act. 

(3)  — Instruction  of  young  women,  elder  girls,  and  Midwives  in  our 

Elementary,  Technical,  or  Sunday  Schools  by  qualified 
Teachers,  regarding  the  feeding,  clothing,  &c.,  of  young 
children,  and  also  the  care  of  their  own  health,  &c. 

The  establishment  of  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  otherwise 
known  as  “ Babies  Welcome  ” or  School  for  Mothers,  is 
desirable.  Here,  Infant  consultations  could  take  place  and 
instruction  could  be  given  to  mothers  on  the  above  subjects. 

(4)  — The  employment  in  the  mills  during  the  later  months  of 

pregnancy,  or  the  too  early  return  of  the  Mothers  after  con- 
finement, should  not  be  allowed. 

(5)  — Greater  care  is  required  in  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 

children  suffering  from  Infectious  Diseases,  especially  the 
common  diseases  : Whooping  Cough  and  Measles. 

(6)  — A greater  regard  for  cleanliness  requires  to  be  shewn,  not  only 

in  the  home,  but  also  in  the  preparation  and  storage  of  food, 
and  the  surroundings  of  the  house,  especially  in  respect  to 
its  sanitary  condition. 
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(7)  — The  removal  of  defects  ; and  improved  housing  conditions  are 

necessary.  The  carrying  out  of  the  Housing  and  Town’s 
Planning  Act  will  assist  in  this  work. 

(8)  — The  conversion  of  all  Pails  and  Midden  privies,  & c.,  to  the 

Fresh  Water  Carriage  system  should  be  immediately  enforced. 
This  alone  would  assist  greatly  in  lowering  our  Infant 
Mortality  Rate. 

(9)  — Back  yards  and  Streets  should  be  flagged,  concreted,  or 

paved,  &c. 

(10)  — As  cows’  milk  is  so  largely  used  as  a substitute  for  natural 

feeding,  everything  should  be  done  to  ensure  the  purity  of 
the  milk. 

The  Shippons  and  their  surroundings  require  to  be  made 
thoroughly  sanitary. 

Greater  cleanliness  requires  to  be  shewn  by  those  who 
milk  and  attend  to  the  cows.  The  cows  require  to  be 
groomed,  and  the  udders  cleansed,  &c.  before  milking  takes 
place. 

The  collection  and  distribution  of  milk  requires  more 
attention. 

The  Adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  and  the 
appointment  of  a Health  Visitor  to  carry  out  the  duties  under  the 
Act,  have  been  considered  several  times  by  the  Health  Committee 
and  the  Council,  but  owing  to  the  exigencies  produced  by  the  War, 
these  matters  have  been  postponed  until  Peace  is  restored.  Need- 
less to  say,  as  much  good  would  result  by  the  adoption  of  the  Act, 
and  the  appointment  of  a Health  Visitor,  it  is  hoped  these  matters 
will  be  carried  out  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity. 

The  great  loss  of  our  young  manhood  in  this  terrible  war 
renders  it  the  more  necessary  than  ever  that  everything  should  be 
done  to  improve  the  physique  and  health  of  the  rising  generation.

The  above  Table  shews  a marked  decline  in  the  Birth-rate 
during  the  last  twenty  years.  The  Death-rate  also  shews  a distinct 
and  gradual  decline  during  the  same  period. 

During  the  last  ten  years  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has 
decreased,  but  this,  however,  is  still  far  too  high. 


Still-born  Children. — As  previously  pointed  out,  it  is  difficult 
to  ascertain  the  number  of  still-born  children  in  this  Borough. 
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Mr.  Stanier,  the  Cemetery  Registrar,  informs  me  20  still-born 
children  were  interred  in  the  Heywood  Cemetery,  and  last  year  19 
were  interred  there. 

There  have  also  been  12  still-born  children  interred  in  the  St. 
James’  Churchyard.  Last  year  17  were  interred  there. 

Our  present  method  of  disposal  of  these  still-born  children  is 
very  unsatisfactory.  The  compulsory  registration  of  all  still-born 
children  after  proper  certification  by  a duly  qualified  Medical  man 
is  urgently  required. 

Our  present  methods  of  disposal  of  these  still-born  children 
are  very  lax  and  are  a distinct  incentive  to  crime. 

The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  ensures  the 
notification  of  all  cases  of  still-birth. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  received 
this  year  under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification 
Act  and  under  the  Order,  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations, 
1912,  has  greatly  increased.  The  increase  is  due  to  an  epidemic 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  has  occurred,  and  also  to  the  Notification 
of  Chicken-pox,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Council  and  became 
notifiable  on  August  7th,  1914,  for  six  months,  as  a preventive 
measure  owing  to  a serious  out-break  of  Small-pox,  which  occurred 
in  the  surrounding  districts. 

The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz.,  small-pox,  measles, 
scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  typhoid  fever,  and 
diarrhoea,  caused  18  deaths,  or  4*27  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  from 
all  causes. 

These  deaths  were  equal  to  an  annual  zymotic  death-rate  of 
o’66  per  thousand  of  the  population.  Last  year  the  zymotic  death- 
rate  was  1 *73. 
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The  Local  Government  Board  on  Feb.  5th,  1914,  issued  an 
order  entitled  “The  Public  Health  (Ophthalmia  Neonatorum) 
Regulations,  1914,”  which  now  makes  this  disease  compulsorily 
notifiable  throughout  England  and  Wales.  These  Regulations 
came  into  operation  on  April  1st,  1914.

The  milk  supply  of  these  eight  cases  was  obtained  from  six 
farmers. 

The  houses,  on  examination,  were  found  to  be  clean. 

Isolation  was  carried  out  in  three  cases. 

Six  of  the  cases  attended  three  of  the  Day  Schools,  and  two 
were  too  young  to  attend  school. 

Scarlet  Fever. — During  the  year  239  cases  were  reported, 
and  two  deaths  have  been  registered  from  this  disease. 

In  the  previous  year  54  cases  were  reported  and  four  deaths 
were  registered. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevalent  during  the  months  of  April, 
May,  July,  August,  October,  November  and  December. 

The  greatest  number  of  cases  has  been  notified  in  the  Hopwood 
Ward,  but  the  cases  have  been  with  this  exception,  distributed 
very  evenly  throughout  all  the  Wards.  Two  hundred  and  twelve 
of  the  cases  were  in  children  under  15  years  of  age,  and  the 
majority  of  these  were  in  attendance  at  school. 

The  two  deaths  occurred  in  children  at  two  and  five  years  of 
age  respectively. 

This  epidemic  has  been  remarkable  for  (1)  The  large  number 
of  children  attacked.  (2)  The  mildness  of  the  disease.  (3)  Its  low 
mortality.  The  death-rate  is  only  o’83  per  cent,  of  the  notified 
cases.  The  mildness  of  the  epidemic  although  a great  benefit  to 
the  sufferers  has  been  a source  of  danger. 

Some  of  the  cases  have  been  so  mild  they  have  not  been 
recognized  until  they  have  commenced  to  peel,  whilst  other  cases 
have  been  found  attending  school,  during  the  desquamating  period. 

No  wonder  the  disease  has  spread  rapidly  and  developed  to 
such  a large  extent  under  these  circumstances. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  cases  have  occurred  which  have 
not  been  recognized,  and  certainly  not  notified.

Deaths. — All  cases  of  Consumption,  whether  affecting-  the 
brain,  bowels,  joints,  or  lung's,  &c.,  are  included  under  this  head. 
Forty-seven  deaths  have  been  registered  during  the  year  ; 3 under 
one  year  of  age,  3 between  one  and  five  years  of  age,  and  41  above 
five  years  of  age.  This  is  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  1*73  per 
thousand  of  the  population,  i.e.,  roughly,  one  out  of  nine  of  the 
deaths  this  year  is  due  to  Consumption. 

During  the  last  twenty  years  1027  deaths  have  occurred  from 
this  disease  (215  of  these  were  deaths  of  children  under  five  years 
of  age)  out  of  a total  8,655  deaths  from  all  causes,  or  about  one 
out  of  eight  persons  have  died  from  Tuberculosis. 

Of  the  forty-seven  patients  who  died  of  Tuberculosis  during 
1914,  30  were  males  and  17  were  females,  and  their  occupations

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Insured  patients  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Consumption,  who 
are  considered  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  as  suitable  for  Sanatorium 
treatment,  are  now  much  more  quickly  admitted  to  such  Institutions 
than  hitherto,  and  their  stay  there  is  more  frequently  extended 
beyond  the  period  first  prescribed. 

Still,  there  are  many  insured  persons,  and  a still  larger  number 
of  persons  who  are  not  insured  who  cannot  possibly  obtain  any 
Sanatorium  treatment. 

Some  provision  requires  to  be  made  for  the  isolation  and  treat- 
ment of  these  unfortunate  persons. 

This  is  a subject  which  requires  your  serious  consideration. 

As  seen  from  the  Table  describing  the  houses  and  the  number 
of  persons  resident  therein,  already  the  number  of  persons  in  these 
houses  is  above  the  average  per  house  in  the  town,  and  it  is 
absolutely  impossible  to  give  an  affected  person  satisfactory 
isolation  in  the  majority  of  such  houses. 

Many  Health  Authorities  have  made  arrangements  which  allow 
these  uninsured  persons  to  obtain  satisfactory  Sanatorium  treatment. 

Several  of  the  houses  were  dirty  (9  %),  and  3 per  cent,  were 
damp,  dilapidated,  or  badly  lighted. 

The  Sanitary  conveniences  attached  to  many  of  the  houses 
were  far  from  satisfactory. 

38%  of  the  houses  were  supplied  with  pails  and  midden  privies. 

NON=NOTIFIABEE  DISEASES. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy. — The  total  number  of 
deaths  registered  is  97.  Twenty-eight  of  these  were  under  five 
years  of  age  ; and  Sixty-nine  above  five  years  of  age  ; this  is  equal 
to  an  annual  death-rate  of  3*57  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
The  deaths  occurred  as  follows  : — East  Ward,  9 ; North  Ward,  12  ; 
Park  Ward,  14  ; Central  Ward,  15  ; Hopward  Ward,  17  ; South 
Ward,  1 l ; Heap  Bridge  Ward,  6 ; West  Ward,  13.  During  the

previous  year  83  deaths  took  place,  thirty-eight  were  under  five 
years  of  age,  and  forty-five  above  five  years  of  age,  which  was 
equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  3*00  per  thousand  of  the  population. 


Fifty-Six  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  Bronchitis,  and  they 
occurred  chiefly  at  the  extremes  of  life.

During  the  last  eighteen  years  Measles  has  caused  162  deaths, 
whilst  the  deaths  from  all  the  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 
combined  (Small-pox,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever, 
Puerperal  Fever,  Typhus  Fever,  and  Erysipelas)  have  only  been  210. 

These  figures  at  once  shew  the  large  number  of  deaths  which 
occur  from  Measles,  but  children  often  in  addition  suffer  from 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  Ear  Troubles,  Deafness,  etc.,  and  as  a 
consequence,  their  chests  become  permanently  weakened  and  they 
become  more  liable  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis. 

Measles  is  a much  more  serious  disease  than  Parents  generally 
recognize,  and  their  attention  is  again  directed  to  the  memorandum 
issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board  regarding  this  disease. 

It  directs  (1)  t(  That  all  children  attacked  by  Measles 
should  be  kept  from  school  for  four  weeks. 

(2)  All  children  who  attend  the  Infant  School  from  a 
house  where  Measles  exists  should  be  also  excluded  for  twenty- 
one  days  from  the  onset  of  the  illness  of  the  last  patient  attacked. 

(3)  All  the  elder  children  who  attend  the  mixed  School  but 
who  have  not  had  Measles  should  also  be  kept  from  school 
for  twenty-one  days  from  the  onset  of  the  illness  of  the  last 
patient  attacked  with  Measles  in  the  house.” 

Children  suffering  from  this  disease  should  be  isolated  and 
kept  warm  whilst  they  are  in  a state  of  infection,  or  during  their 
convalescence. 

They  should  also  be  given  efficient  nursing,  and  medical  advice 
should  be  obtained.

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MIDWIVES’  ACT,  1902. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  on  the  Register  of  the  Adminis- 
trative County  of  Lancaster,  for  this  Borough,  twelve  Midwives. 
Last  year  there  were  fourteen  on  the  Register. 

Two  of  the  Midwives  on  the  register  have  temporarily  ceased 
practice. 

Three  of  the  midwives  have  undergone  training  in  connection 
with  a Maternity  Hospital,  and  are  certified  by  examination. 

The  remainder  practice  by  right  of  holding  the  Certificate  of 
the  Central  Midwives’  Board,  granted  on  proof  of  their  having  been 
engaged  in  bona-fide  practice  for  one  year  previous  to  the  Act 
coming  into  operation. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c.  ACT,  1909. 

The  Council  has  determined  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  for 
the  inspection  of  the  Borough,  as  required  by  Article  1 of  the 
Regulations,  and  there  has  been  prepared  a list  of  dwelling-houses, 
the  early  inspection  of  which  is  desirable. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Robinson,  has  been  appointed  to 
undertake  the  special  inspection  of  houses,  and  to  keep  the  records 
stipulated  by  Article  2. 

The  books,  forms,  &c.,  have  been  obtained  for  keeping  the 


required  record.

General  character  of  defects  found  to  exist — General  dilapidations. 
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At  the  present  time  there  is  probably  not  a deficiency  of  housing- 
accommodation.

No  houses 
have  been  erected  by  the  Borough  Council. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Rochdale  Corporation  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  Infectious  cases,  except  Small-pox,  from  this 
Borough  has  continued  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  sixty  persons  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever 
have  been  admitted. 

The  Small-pox  Hospital  at  Bird  i’th’  Hand  has  been  transferred 
to  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board.  It  provides 
accommodation  for  24  persons,  and  is  always  ready  for  the  reception 
of  patients. 

During  the  year  several  persons  suffering  from  Small-pox  were 
admitted  from  the  surrounding  districts. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  milk  is  supplied  by  farmers,  some  of  whose  farms  are 
within  the  Borough,  whilst  others  are  outside  the  Borough. 

There  are  31  farms  within  the  Borough  from  which  milk  is 
obtained,  and  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  attached  to  these  have  been 
regularly  inspected. 

More  attention  requires  to  be  given,  regarding  cleanliness,  in 
the  process  of  milking. 

The  animals  require  grooming,  and  their  udders  cleansing, 
before  they  are  milked.  The  milker  also  should  perform  his  duties 
with  thoroughly  clean  hands,  wearing  suitable  and  clean  garments. 
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At  some  farms  the  manure  is  kept  too  close  to  the  farm 
buildings,  and  in  too  large  quantities  ; these  accumulations 
encourage  the  growth  of  flies,  &c. , which  readily  contaminate 
the  milk. 

A regular  veterinary  inspection  of  all  milch  cows  and  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk  at  intervals  are  very 
desirable. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

There  are  16  slaughter-houses  in  the  Borough.  These  are 
regularly  inspected. 

The  erection  of  a public  abattoir  and  the  closure  of  the  existing 
slaughter-houses  are  very  desirable.  More  efficient  supervision  and 
inspection  could  then  be  obtained,  many  nuisances  which  exist 
would  be  removed,  and  the  meat  would  be  prepared  under  more 
healthy  and  cleanly  conditions. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year,  64  privies  and  3 pails  have  been  abolished  in 
connection  with  150  houses,  and  fresh  water  closets  have  been 
substituted. 

In  addition,  7 waste  water  closets  supplying  7 houses  have 
been  converted  to  the  fresh  water  system. 

This  shews  an  increase  in  the  number  of  conversions  to  the 
fresh  water  carriage  system  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.

houses  where  conversions  have  been  made  to  the  Freah  Water 
Carriage  system  and  privies  and  pails  abolished. 
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If  only  this  rate  of  progress  continues  it  will  take  many  years 
yet  to  abolish  these  unhealthy  and  insanitary  conveniences. 

The  Council  is  advised  to  give  this  matter  their  earnest  and 
serious  attention.  The  existence  of  these  insanitary  conveniences 
causes  much  sickness  and  disease,  and  their  removal  would  greatly 
improve  the  incidence  of  sickness  in  this  town. 

PUBLIC  SANITARY  CONVENIENCES. 

This  is  a subject  which  has  been  fully  discussed,  but  with 
little  result  so  far. 

The  need  of  Public  Conveniences,  especially  in  the  centre  of  the 
town  is  acknowledged.  Provision  should  be  made  for  both  sexes. 


DISINFECTION. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Small-pox  Hospital  and  its  adjacent 
buildings  have  been  transferred  to  the  Bury  and  District  Joint 
Hospital  Board. 
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Until  the  Board  took  charge,  it  was  the  custom  to  remove  to  the 
Hospital,  for  disinfection,  the  clothing  and  bedding  from  the  houses 
in  the  Borough  where  infectious  diseases  had  occurred. 

The  Board  have  granted  this  Corporation  the  privilege  of  still 
using  the  disinfection  apparatus  at  the  Hospital  whenever  the  latter 
is  not  in  use. 

As  the  Hospital  is  now  much  more  likely  to  be  used, 
there  is  every  probability  that  infected  clothing,  etc.,  cannot  be 
disinfected  there  as  formerly.  Even  the  old  arrangement  was  found 
to  be  both  costly  and  difficult  to  carry  out,  consequently  it  is  very 
necessary  that  suitable  provision  should  now  be  made  in  some 
convenient  part  of  the  Borough  for  the  efficient  disinfection  of  the 
clothing  and  bedding,  etc.,  removed  from  the  houses  where  infectious 
diseases  have  occurred. 

SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

115  observations  have  been  taken  during  the  year.  Legal 
proceedings  have  been  taken  in  five  cases,  and  in  each  case  a 
conviction  was  obtained  with  costs.  The  fines  in  the  five  cases 
amounted  to  £7  15s.  Od.

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It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  again  another  increase  in  the 
number  of  conversions  to  the  water  carriage,  if  this  is  to  be  main- 
tained during  1915,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  more  definite  action 
to  help  this  work  forward. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  a large  number  of  the  157  houses 
where  this  change  has  been  made  have  also  had  the  whole  of  the 
back-yard  premises  redrained,  flagged  or  asphalted  and  the  yard  area 
increased,  and  ashbins  provided  in  lieu  of  ash-pits. 

Of  the  seven  houses  converted  from  the  waste  water  system  the 
owner  of  six  houses,  pulled  down  the  buildings  including  the  ash-pits 
and  built  new  fresh  water  closets  with  fixed  ash-bins.  The  area  of 
the  yards  was  therefore  increased. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified, 
causing  much  additional  work.  1,682  visits  have  been  made  for  the 
purpose  of  making  enquiries,  seeing  that  precautionary  measures 
were  adopted  and  proper  isolation  obtained. 

Sixty-one  cases  have  been  removed  to  hospital  and  474  rooms 
disinfected. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

We  have  31  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  and  3 Milkshops  in  the 
Borough. 

Seventy-six  inspections  were  made  and  the  general  maintenance 
was  found  good.  Structural  alterations  have  been  made  to  three 
cowsheds. 


INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

The  establishments  where  food  is  prepared,  and  sold,  have  been 
regularly  inspected.  The  killing  of  cattle  at  all  hours  and  the 
situation  of  some  of  the  slaughter-houses  makes  systematic  inspection 
difficult. 
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425  lbs.  of  meat  and  256  plaice  were  seized  and  destroyed,  being 
diseased  or  otherwise  unfit  for  food.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken 
against  a person  for  exposing  for  sale  a quantity  of  fish  which  was 
unsound  and  unfit  for  food.  The  defendant  proved  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  magistrates  that  the  fish  was  not  exposed  for  sale,  and  the 
case  was  dismissed. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES  (ANIMALS)  ACT. 

In  February  and  July  owing  to  out-breaks  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
Disease  in  Ireland,  the  Board  of  Agriculture  issued  orders  to  detain 
all  cattle  which  had  recently  landed  from  Ireland. 

All  the  farms  in  the  Borough  were  immediately  visited,  and 
enquiries  made  and  where  such  cattle  were  found,  detention  notices 
were  served.  Afterwards  the  Veterinary  Inspector  was  informed, 
and  he  made  an  examination  of  all  the  cattle. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

Weekly  visits  and  in  some  cases  bi-weekly  visits  are  made  to 
the  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Borough,  and  the  general  maintenance 
was  usually  found  to  be  good 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  four  Common  Lodging  Houses  are  frequently  visited  and 
are  kept  in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT. 

Details  of  the  inspections  made  and  work  done  under  this  Act 
will  be  found  on  pages  45  and  46. 

CANAL  BOATS’  ACTS. 

Although  the  usual  visits  were  made  to  the  Canal  Wharf  fewer 
boats  were  inspected  as  the  traffic  on  the  canal  was  considerably 
reduced  from  August  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

38  boats  were  inspected  and  one  infringement  was  found.

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  observations  of  half-an-hour  each  have 
been  made  of  Factory  Chimneys.  The  total  amount  of  Black  Smoke 
emitted  was  181  minutes  35  seconds,  giving  an  average  for  each 
emission  of  1 minute  35  seconds. 

No  Black  Smoke  was  recorded  in  52  or  45-21  per  cent,  of  these. 

Twenty-three  or  20  per  cent,  exceeded  our  time  limit  with  a 
total  duration  of  117  minutes  Black  Smoke  or  an  average  of  5 
minutes  5 seconds. 

Five  firms  were  prosecuted  after  due  notice  had  been  given  and 
fines  amounting  to  £7  15s.  Od  were  imposed. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  notice  that  in  45  per  cent,  of  the  observations 
made  no  Black  Smoke  was  emitted,  this  would  indicite  that  much 
of  the  Black  Smoke  can  be  abated  considering  that  most  of  the 
Factories  in  this  town  carry  on  similar  work,
